On Jan. 1 Mr. Jacobs will suc- 
ceed Judge George R. Crane as 
justice and Cecil Myers will take 
over the duties of Mr. Sawyer As | 
constable. 

It is concerning these changes 
the councilmen are concerned. 
After the regular council session | 
was adjoruned last night the of- | 
ficials discussed possible arange- 
ments with the police chief. 
Neither Judge Crane nor Mr. 
Jacobs was represented. It is 
understood the position of city 
judge was not discussed. 

In Mr. Jacobs’ formal applica- 
tion for the position as city | 
judge, he offered to pay the city 
a “reasonable rent’ for the use 
of the facilities as his office as 
justice. He’ also pledged  him- | 
self to resign as city judge in the 
event he were defeated as jus- | 
tice in coming” elections. 

No comments were made by 
the council in its regulary ssesion 
after the reading of the letter. 

For more than 25 years Judge 





Crane has served as city judge 
and justice of the peace. The 
council appoints the city judge, 


while electors name their justice. 
Judge Crane was appointed city 
judge by the council in its re-or- 
ganization last spring.

A pipe organ will 
stalled in the Upland 
dist church by Waster. 

Official board of the church 
Wednesday night voted to pur- 
chase the instrument. Recent 
pledges to the oragn fund were 
made on condition that the in- 
strument be ready by Easter. 
James EH. Goodban, represent- 
ing the organ committee, sub- 
mitted a report of the finan- 
cial fund and outlined possibil- 
ities of meeting the total price 
of aproximately $5000. 

The organ will bea two man- 
ual and pedal instrument of 10 
complete sets of pipes. Includ- 
ed with the installation will be 
an unusual stop, Gemshorn, 
which consists of 16 feet open 
metal pipes. The organ will 
be installed in two _ specially 
prepared chambers about the 
church chancel, with the con- 
sole on the chancel floor.
